< claim Si would be structured as a dependent claim but would not depend from any claim. Also, the arguments are not persuasive. 
Fullenkamp strongly suggests a constant force of 400 newtons, and does not suggest otherwise. In regard to Lloyd, modifying lloyd's 
trolley with a gas strut would have been obvious. Control wheel travel below the contact surface and linear characteristics of a gas strut 
are not claimed, and a gas strut is a spring within the scope of the present invention. Applicant has not defined the range of equivalents 
of a gas strut in such a way that would exlude springs. 
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
